PURPOSE-The purpose of this letter is to request a review by the Philmont 
Radio Club Board of Directors of the process by which decisions are made 
involving the hardware, software, operations and policies of the Franklin 
Institute exhibit and club station, W3TKQ.

By virtue of being an exhibit 
involving technology and people, W3TKQ is expected to be an ever-changing 
exhibit. Accordingly, changes could have non-immediate or subsequent 
impacts, if not properly planned, reviewed and implemented. At the minimum, 
operator and guest frustration may result, and that may be a needless 
frustration. This review process may exist today, if that is the case, I suspect 
that it is informal. 


]_offer_ several cases that come to mind, JI am sure other operators have more. 


The operators are currently slated for re-orientation within the Institute via Ms. 
Dillon's Volunteer function. This is a critical, training, task to enhancing our 
function within the Museum. It would be best if monitored and managed to be 
100% effective.

I am the Federal Trustee for the Amateur Radio Station presently 
occupying the antenna space on the 60 ft. telephone pole at the 
rear of your WFLN transmitter building in Philadelphia. I have 
tried, through Jim Perry, to make personal contact with you on 
one of your visits to WFLN. Jim has told me that you feel that 
Our use of the pole without charge is not in your financial 
interest. Since we have occupied that space for over 22 years 
purely on a handshake basis with Raymond Green, former owner of 
the station, I would very much like to discuss with you our 
occupation of that space in the future. 


Amateur Radio is a hobby alloted space in the spectrum by the 

FCC on the basis of "Public Interest, Convenience, and Necessity" 
and falls under Part 97 of the commissions rules. The organization 
sponsoring that amateur repeater, Phil-Mont Mobile Radio Club, Inc., 
has been in existence for over 45 years with a solid record of 
public service. The commission's rules prohibit us from accepting 
pay for any service we perform. Although Amateur Radio is pri- 
marily a hobby of getting to know and talk to others throughout 

the world with a common interest in radio, it has a solid back- 
ground of public service during natural emergencies. In addition, 
most of the major innovations in the radio and television industry 
have been prompted by technicians with a background in Amateur 
Radio. Phil-Mont sponsors the Amateur Radio Station at the 
Franklin Institute in Philadelphia and provides free communication 


services to many public service operations in this area. It isa 
member organization of the American Radio Relay League, Newington, 
Connecticut. Bell of Pennsylvania has seen fit to allow some of 


our equipment on their building. No other Amateur Radio organi- 
zation has been accorded that privilege.

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Our Original agreement was made with Raymond Green, then owner of 
WFLN, in 1973 during the time that I was constructing the existing 
offices and master control room. Subsequently, MCI asked me to 
build their terminal building for system start-up and later to 
expand the building three times. The advantage to WFLN has been a 
continuous check on the condition of the building and grounds by 
experienced personnel. I'm sure it hasn't hurt that several times 
each day, mention is made of the fact that this repeater is located 
at WFLN. 


To put the matter in proper perspective, Since we are an all 
volunteer organization with income derived solely from membership 
dues, we have little money to pay a monthly rental fee for either 
antenna space or power. The former owners chose to offset any 
possible income with the advantages listed above. Would you consider 
discussing such an arrangement with us? Lacking any long term agree- 
ment, might we hope for a 6 months extension into good weather for 
antenna work? I am aware that FCC approval of your transfer is not 
expected until mid summer.

FOR OUR POLE ANTENNA SITE? 
ANSWER= NOT TO HIS KNOWLEDGE 
3. WAS IT HIS (PERRY’S) OPINION THAT WE WERE OBLIGATED TQ VACATE OUR

Dear Mr. Harral: 


We have learned that as of September 30, 1996 the property at 1 Parkway has changed ownership 
from Beil Atlantic to the City of Philadelphia. The Franklin Institute has a group of volunteer amateur 
radio aficionados, the Phil-Mont Mobile Radio Club, who have an installation of Amateur Radio 
equipment, operating on Amateur frequencies only, located on the top of the building. 


The equipment consists of a single cabinet located on the mechanical equipment (19th) floor and two 
antennas on the adjacent roof which was designed specifically to work in conjunction with the 
demonstration station W3AA located here in The Franklin Institute. The attached sheet lists the 
technical specifications of the equipment. 


This very dedicated group of 40 individuals designed, built and staff station W3AA from the 4th floor 
of the Institute. Radio Club members spend a great deal of time introducing visitors and school 
groups to this important form of communication. In addition to the educational component that the 
Radio Club provides for the Institute, they also have been called upon from time to time by the news 
media to gain information when traditional sources have been unavailable due to hurricanes and other 
severe weather conditions.

Because of 
this inconvenience, we are investigating the possibility of a separate 8x8 building to house the entire 
repeater. If we can receive permission and gate key, a donor has been obtained.

In summary, we are proceeding with the relocation, although the pace is not as fast as we would like.

Jim Perry, chief engineer, is still employed with the station call sign changed from WFLN to 
WMXX and the format now soft rock as opposed to it's former classical music format.

MAINTAIN CONTACT WITH CHARLIE ZITOMER, 685-6209, TO INSURE PERMISSION 
INCLUDING A GATE KEY. 

IF THE SHELTER IS APPROVED, BBB WILL NEED 2 WORK PARTIES. ONE TO CUT UP 
MATERIALS FOR 2x4s FOR STUDS FOR THE BUILDING, AND LATER ANOTHER FOR 
HELP IN CONSTRUCTION OF THE BUILDING. W3LEN HAS OFFERED TO DELIVER THE 
COMPLETED BUILDING TO THE SITE. W3CH HAS VOLUNTEERED TO EQUIP THE SHELTER 
WITH AN APPROPRIATE ALARM SYSTEM BEFORE DELIVERY. WITH THE SHELTER IN
